TUta New Jersey courts have produced an­ 
other candidate for the gallows. Joseph Hill 
man was convicted at W oodbury yesterday 
of the murder of Henry Seideraann, a Jew 
peddler, The crime was committed for the 
purpose of plunder. Hillman was sentenced 
to be haDgcd on Friday, November 13th. 


C ongressm an N u ttin g of the Oswego 
district denies the rum or that he is going to 
resign on account of ill health. He is still 
confined to his room, but expects to be able, 
if the present rate of improvement continues, 
to take his seat in the House at the 
opening of the session. His physicians pre­ 
dict his completa recovery. 


Tftc Argentine government has sent to 
W ashington a scheme for dividing 750,000,- 
000 acres of government land in Cherbut ter­ 
ritory among immigrants. The land will be 
divided into ten sections, one of which will 
reserved for Argentine settlers. The piice 
will be from $1 to $3 per hectare (about 2* 
acres.) The land is cheap and fertile and the 
climate delightful, but the natives make poor 
neighbors. 


T h e delegates to the International Ameri­ 
can Congress have been notified to meet for 
organization in the Diplomatic room of the 
State Department October 2d at noon. Sir. 
Blaine will receive them with an address of 
welcome, after which an organization will be 
effected. The delegates will then call upon 
the President at the W hite House, and in the 
evening Mr. Blaine will entertain them at 
dinner. 


M rs. H ay H amilton hns not yet been sent 
to prison, but remains in close confinement at 
May’s Landing. Mrs. Rupp, Nurse Donnelly 
and Baby Beatrice have deserted the cottage 
at Atlantic City where the stabbing took 
place, and quietly removed to Philadelphia. 
It was reported yesterday that Gen. Schuyler 
Hamilton, Ray’s father, would visit Mrs. 
Ham ilton to-day, as she recently wrote -him 
that she had something of great importance 
to himself aDd family to Communicate. 


T h e North Philadelphia Baptist Associa­ 
tion resolved in convention yesterday that 
though the voters of Pennsylvania had de­ 
clared against Prohibition by 185,000 m a­ 
jority, they would work right on until Ihc 
sale of intoxicants as a beverage had disap­ 
peared. “ Until we can get Prohibition by 
constitutional amendment,’’ the resolution 
reads, “ we shall favor local option, the re 
strictivc features of the Brooks law, any­ 
thing and everything that will restrain,restrict 
or prohibit the traffic in intoxicating drinks.’’ 
The Brooks law is the present high license 
law of Pennsylvania. 


T h e Massachusetts Republican State Con­ 
vention yesterday nominated Lieut. Gov. 
John Q. A. Brackett for Governor on the 
first ballot. There were 1,428 ballots cast, of 
which Brackett received 743 and Crapo 674. 
W . H. Halle of Springfield was nominated 
for Lieutenant Governor. For the other 
places the present officers were renominated 
—Marsden for State Treasurer, Pierce for 
Secretary of State, and Ladd for Auditor. 
The platform heartily approves the federal 
administration, and calls for tariff revision in 
the direction of protection to induslry, and 
for better regulation of the liquor traffic. 


T h e new Chinese minister to the United 
States is Tsui Kwo Ying. He arrived in 
Washington last night with his suite of 24 
other distinguished Chinamen whose names 
the press reporter does not attempt. The 
present minister, Chang Yen Hoon, will 
leave Washington for home next Tuesday. 
These ministers serve a term of three years 
each, and it is not in accordance with Chi­ 
nese civil service reform to reappoint them. 
The government manages generally,however, 
to get the best possible service.it being under­ 
stood that the ambassador who fails in this 
will forfeit his head when he reaches home. 


EMMONS BLAINE WEDDED. 


C hicago shows three more $100,000 sub­ 
scriptions for the World’s Fair, and has ap­ 
pointed a committee to confer with the Gov­ 
ernor as to what the state of Illinois will con­ 
tribute towards a guarantee fund of $10,- 
000,000. The boomers want an extra session 
of the Legislature called, and will demand 
$250,000 from the state. The enterprise ap­ 
pears to be languishing in New York. Only 
three members answered the call for a meet­ 
ing of the committee on finance yesterday, 
and a postponement for a week was taken. 
The New York Sun this morning declared 
that “ the matter of money is not to be the de­ 
cisive factor in locating the fair.” A few 
days ago it was calling earnestly for a little 
money—a half million or so. Chicago will 
steal the fair if the millionaires of New York 
do not wake up. 
T hb New York grand jury has not yet re­ 
ported any indictments in the Flack divorce 
conspiracy case, hut it is expected that Flack, 
his son William, Civil Justice Monell, Joseph 
Meeks and Sarah Cherry or Mrs. Raymond 
will be indicted for conspiracy, while indict­ 
ments against some members of the party 
will be fouud for perjury. The case is being 
dragged along slowly, and it is not unlikely 
that the 15th of October will be reached be­ 
fore the Governor finds it necessary to accept 
Flack’s resignation which he is accused of 
having held in his hands for several weeks. 
After that date the successor to Flack whom 
the Governor appoints will hold office during 
1890, instead of being voted out at the next 
election. The new scandal that the Gover­ 
nor is hatching out of this affair is likely to 
throw the bogus divorce proceeding into the 
shade.

A “ GRAND INDIAN GHOST FEAST.” 
The Queer Celebration that IÍ latk-Foet 
H eld In D akota Last >’l£ht.

F ort A braijaAí L incoln, I)ak., Sept. 26. 
—Several hundred Blackfeei Sioux arrived 
here yesterday and last night held a “ grand 
ghost feast.” Among the curious ceremonies 
of the Sioux the “ ghost feast” is held in 
great reverence. ÍÍ MM soon be abolished by 
order of the Indian Agent and like the great 
“ sun dance ” will be buried with the tra­ 
ditions of the past. Fifteen Indians with the 
big medicine men of the village were seated 
in a tapee smoking, hrti rarely speaking to 
each other. Some live coals Were brought 
ind placed before the Medicine Man, who 
threw upon them wild sage brush and hold- 
r some pemtnican in the smoke chanted a 
weird song. Little children were brought in 
and given the permission to eat, and some 
had their cars pierced. The pemmicün was 
also given to the others in the lodge and some 
was placed at the feet of the "ghosts.” Out­ 
side tire lodge hundreds of Indians were 
athered. forming small circular groups of a 
dozen or so, bucks, squaws and c hildren in 
thc-ir respective places. Ail feasted, with a 
menu known only to Indians. Around 
the outside of the medicine lodge hor­ 
izontal poles wen* placed, and to these 
the presents which the “ ghosts” were to dis­ 
tribute were suspended, consisting of blank­ 
ets, leggings, beaded moccasins, tobacco bags, 
eagle feathers, etc. 
After remaining for 
some time in view they were removed and 
placed about the “ ghosts ” in tin* lodge. The 
at i ves now entered the lodge to commune 
with the departed spirits and the presents 
were distributed to the favored ones. The 
squaws sung and cried and made great exhi­ 
bitions of their grief. They cut their flesh 
with knives, suffering great pain without a 
murmur, to a pitease the wrath of the evil 
spirit, so that their loved ones might he joy­ 
ful in the “ happy hunting grounds.” Upon 
the conclusion of the feast the lodge was 
taken down aud the “ghosts” were left stand­ 
ing.

THE REPU BLIC AN NOMINATIONS. 


The Republican State ticket nominated at 
Saratoga yesterday appears at the head of 
these columns. 
The names will he recog­ 
nized as those of men who have won dis­ 
tinction in public, professional or business 
life. 
John I. Gilbert, no«»''™ted for Secretary of 
State, is a lawyer of Malone, fifty-two years 
old. «mi a graduate of the University of Ver 
moni. 
He was a member of Assembly in 
1876, ’7 and ’8, and deeliued a fourtli nomi­ 
nation. 
In 1882 lie was elected to the Senate 
in which body he served as a member of the 
Judiciary Committee, and chairman of the 
Committee on Literature. 
Mr. Gilliert was a 
successful teacher before he became a lawyer, 
and has twice been the candidate of a large 
porlion of the stale for State Superintendent 
of 
Public Instruction. 
lie occupies the 
most advanced ground on the question of re 
strictivc liquor legislation. 
He is a member 
of the Hoard of Trustees of the State Nor 
mal School ut Potsdam, and President of tire 
Asylum of N orthern New York and of the 
Institution lor Deaf Mutes at Malone. 
Martin W. Cooke, nominated for Comp 
troller, is 49 years old, a native of W ashing 
ton county and a graduate of Rochester Uni­ 
versity. 
On completing his law studies in 
1863 lie entered into partnership with San 
ford E. Church, who was elected Chief 
Judge of tbe Court of Appeals iu 1870. 
Mr. 
Cooke has since continued the practice of 
law in Rochester with great success, but was 
never before a candidate for political office. 
He has been President of the State Bar As­ 
sociation since 1887 and Is a member of the 
Board of Trustees of Rochester University. 
Ira L. Hedges, nominee for State Treas 
urer, is a successful business man of Ilaver- 
straw. 
He was a brave soldier in the war for 
the Union, and served as Colonel on Gen. 
Meade's staff. 
He lias also been Commander 
of the Grand Army of New York. 
He has 
never held public office, though always an 
active and zealous worker iu the Republican 
ranks. 
James M. Varnum, candidate for Attorney 
General, is one of the most distinguished and 
successful lawyers of New York, and the 
senior member of the firm of Varnum & 
Harrison, Nassau street. 
He is ot Revolu 
tionary ancestry, and a memlier of the So­ 
ciety 
of 
the 
Cincinnati. 
He 
is 
forty-two 
years 
old, 
and 
a 
gradu 
ate 
of 
Yale 
College. 
lie 
was 
member of Gov. Cornell’s staff with the rank 
of Colonel. 
He was a member of the As­ 
sembly in 1879 and 1880, and served as Chair 
man of the Committee on Cities. 
Ilia popu­ 
larity at home is so great that some sanguine 
delegates pledged a majority for him below 
Harlem river. 
W illiam V. VanRensselaer, nom inattd for 
State Engineer and Surveyor, occupied the 
same place on the Republican ticket in 1885. 
He served during the war as a member of the 
50th New Y ork engineering corps in the 
array of the Potomac, reaching the rank of 
Captain. 
In 1881 he was appointed Assist 
ant Superintendent of Public Works by Su­ 
perintendent D utcher for the middle divis- 
ion, serving three years. 
He is about fifty 
years old and a resident of Seneca Falls, of 
which Democratic village he is President. 
Albert M. Haight, candidate for Judge of 
the Court of Appeals, was born in Erie 
county in 1842, and studied law and estab­ 
lished himself in practice in Buffalo. 
In 
1872, at the age of 30, he was elected County 
Judge. 
In 
1876, 
which 
was 
two 
years before the completion of his six years’ 
term, he was elected to tbe Supreme Court 
by one of the largest majorities ever given for 
the office. 
In 1884 be was appointed to the 
General Term by Gov. Cleveland, and in 
January last was appointed bv Gov. Hill a 
memlier of tbe second division of the Court 
of Appeals. 
His nomination was demanded 
by the delegates from Western New York, 
and was the only one made by the convention 
over which a division occurred.

The perfect harmony that prevailed in the 
convention, tbe order and dignity of tbe en­ 
tire proceeding, the enthusiastic feeling that

The platform adopted at Saratoga yester­ 
day appears in our news columns. 
It will he 
seen that the Republican party of New York 
stands on solid ground, and shows no waver­ 
ing from the principles that have made it the 
hope of business, of labor, and of law, order, 
decency and sobriety.

T h e F a rm a n d B a rd e n . 
Root crop s should be well dried before be­ 
ing stored. 
Mounds outside should t>e made 
water-tight, but a wisp of straw should be in­ 
serted to p erm it ventilation. 
Roots are sel­ 
dom injured by cold if p rop erly p rotected, 
but too much w arm th 
will immediately 
damage them 
W hen a mound is frozen on 
the surface there is then but little danger of 
injury if the roots are well covered. 
Garden p rep aration should really begin in 
the fall. 
Gardens, as a rule, contain more 
weeds than any other p lotou the farm. They 
should be mowed down, raked off and 
burned. 
The p lot should then he p lowed, to 
remain in the rough condition for tlie frost 
to p enetrate. 
It will render the cultivation 
easier in the sp ring. 
On very soft, sandy soils, the recent storm 
saturated tlie earth,and the force of the winds 
caused heavy-top p each trees to loosen and 
bend over so as to nearly touch the ground. 
This was not the case, however, where the 
grass was thick around the trunk, only those 
trees that were well cultivated being forced 
over. 
It is claimed by strawberry-growcrs that 
a mulch will legulate the season of straw ­ 
berry fuiitm g. 
if the mulch is kep t 
011 d ur­ 
ing the winter and removed early, and a 
double quantity p ut on others, the bearing 
season can be better p rolonged than by using 
late or early varieties. 
Young p ear trees that have 
blighted will 
sometimes send out shoots low down near the 
roots. 
Such shoots may grow and give the 
encouragement of a new start, but it is better 
to dig the trees up and p ut something else in 
their p lace. 
Farm ers should bear in mind that any 
night may hringa frost at this season of the 
y’car, and they should be fully p rep ared for 
the danger.

It is claimed by J. Raymour, of Lake Mills, 
W is., that a 80 pound ration of Milage can be 
fed to a cow at a cost of only one cent, and 
that it will increase tho flow of milk.

so says: " I t looks as if a carbo-hydrate ration, 
if in a succulent condition, goes as far as a 
dry proteine supply, and the ratio of cost lo 
favor of the succulent food is as one to four.” 
The silo should be made strong, so as to re­ 
sist pressure. 
Also air tight, or as nearly so 
aa possible. 
The ensilage should be put in 
dry rather than moist condition, and the 
pressure on the ensilage should be sufficient 
to closely pack the material in a m anner to 
exclude the air. 
Many cases of ferm enta­ 
tion are due to insufficient pressure. 
The proper m anagement of the cream has 
more influence on the quality of butter than 
has the pasture. 
The vices of cows are often the result of 
bad management.

S aratoga, N. Y„ Sept. SÍ.-TÜ is after­ 
noon Saratoga is POfiiparatively deserted, 
The last of the delegates to the Republican 
Slate Convention left for tbeir respective 
homes ibis forenoon. 
The platform adopted last evening is as 
follows: 
First—The Republicans of Ncw-Yolk re­ 
joice in the restoration of Republican supre­ 
macy in the Nation and take pride in the part 
this Stale had in that result. We congratu­ 
late President Harrison upon the success of 
his administration, and declare our perfect 
Confidence in its integrity, efficiency and 
patriotism. We reaffirm the National Re­ 
publican platform of 1888, and emphasize 
our approval of these doctrines: 
Protection to American industries and to 
American labor. 
The extension of American trade and fos­ 
tering of American shipping interests. 
Liberal and equitable pension laws anda 
discriminating preference of Union veterans 
in appointments to public offices. 
A National election law to secure the 
honest choice of Representatives in Congress. 
The restoration of the efficiency of the pos­ 
tal service. 
The rehabilitation of the navy. 
The purification and elevation of the civil 
service. 
The encouragement of popular education 
and the promotion thereby of National patri­ 
otism. 
Second—We commend the action of suc­ 
cessive Republican Legislatures in enacting 
wise and beneficent public measures, includ­ 
ing the law taxing collateral inheritances, 
which has already relieved the burdens of 
taxatiou by Over $2,000.000; the law taxing 
incorporation, which produces $200,000 au- 
nually: the law making employes first pre­ 
ferred creditors in assignments;' the law pro­ 
viding for I he proper discipline and employ­ 
ment of convicts, and the law protecting the 
products of the farm and dairy.

The selection of the chief City of the 
Empire Stale, the commercial metropolis of 
this continent, as the place for this fair, is 
hereby cordially approved. We commend 
that such action be promptly taken by Con­ 
gress and the Legislature of thisState asshall 
be needed to make this great event a success.

are examined on the docks or by sample 
merely.” After giving statistics in regard to 
the receipt of imported goods at this port, 
lie petitioners say: “ We have ascertained 
that, these goods, after appraisement, arc de­ 
livered upon the order ot the importers and 
at tlieir own cost approximately as follows: 
akihg CanaT-dreet at^Broadway as the cen­ 
tre of the wholesale trade, 90 per cent, of all 
goods examined in the United States Public 
Stores are delivered within a radius of six 
blocks from that point, leaving only 10 per 
~‘nt. for all other places. We earnestly re­ 
quest that a site may be chosen on the North 
or Hudsou River, conveniently located for 
llic reception of 80 per cent, and the distribu­ 
tion of 90 per cent, of all Appraiser’s Stores 
rekages. as shown by the above figures.” 
After referring to the blockade of business 
hich would be caused bv the daily arrival 
ind departure of hundreds of trucks at a 
point near the Battery, they declare “that, of 
all the sites considered, that known as Bowi­ 
ng Green is the most uufortuuate that could 
be selected.”

During that time terri­ 
ble gales were experienced and the schooner, 
with all bauds, is supposed to be lost. 

Snook, a wealthy farmer and mill 
owner of Sandiston Township, in theadjoin- 
‘ng County of Sussex, N. J., was sentenced 
yesterday by Judge Martin, of the County 
Court, upon a plea of guilty of wife-heating, 
at one year’s hard labor in the penitentiary at 
Trenton.

The F arm aud G arden. 
Root crops should be well dried before bc- 
S stored. Mounds ouiside should be made 
water-tight, but a wisp of siraw should be in­ 
serted to permit ventilation. Hoots are sel­ 
dom injured by cold if properly protected, 
but too much warmth will immediately 
damage them When a mound is frozen on 
the surface there is then hut little danger of 
injury if the roots are well covered. 
Garden preparation should really begin in 
the fall. Gardens, as a rule, contain more 
weeds than any other plot on the farm. They 
should be mowed down, raked off and 
burned. The plot should then be plowed, to 
remain in the rough condition for the frost 
to penetrate. It will render the cultivation 
easier in the spring. 
On very soft, sandy soils, the recent storm 
saturated the earth,and the force of the winds 
caused heavy-top peach trees to loosen and 
bend over so as to nearly touch the ground. 
This was not the case, however, where the 
grass was thick around the trunk, only those 
trees that were well cultivated being forced 
over. 
It is claimed by strawberry-growcrs that 
a mulch will legulute the season of straw­ 
berry fruiting, if the mulch is kept on dur­ 
ing the winter and removed early, and a 
double quantity put on others, the bearing 
season can be belter prolonged than by using 
late or early varieties. 
Young pear trees that have blighted will 
sometimes send out shoots low down near the 
roots. Such shoots may grow and give the 
encouragement of a new start, but it is better 
to dig the trees up and put something else in 
their place. 
Farmers should bear in mind tlint any 
night may bring a frost at this season of the 
year, and they should be fully prepared for 
the danger.

The Downtown Women’s Christian Tem 
perance Union requests T h e F r eem a n to 
print the following: 
Dr. W. H. Mays, Superintendent of the 
Stocktou, la., Insane Asylum, in his ninth 
biennial report to the State Board of Health, 
has tlie following on beer-drinking: 
“ Nothing will lower the vital forces ro 
steadily and surely, nothing will degenerate 
the organic tissues so rapidly as the use of 
beer every day, and year after year. It 
coarsens a man in appearance, in morals, in 
mental fibre, in physical constitution. It is 
more productive of brutality, sensualism, 
and the lower forms of crime thau in 
whiskey-drinking. It is the beverage of the 
‘Bill’ Sykes, ot the vulgar ruffian, the bestial 
tramp.” 
Dr. G. A. Callamore—“ Beer drinking pro­ 
duces a morbid effect upon the heart, lungs, 
brain, stomach, liver and kidneys. The brain 
is kept in a byperemic condition which pre 
vents normal cerebration or the accurate use 
of the mental faculties.” 
Dr. C. A. Kirkley—“ There is no more 
fruitful source of Bright’s disease thau besr- 
drinkiog. The evil effects are not confined 
to the consumers of the beverage, but are 
transmitted to tlieir offspring.” 
Dr. C. W. Chapman—“ I regard beer as 
harmful as ardent spirits, brandy and whis­ 
key, as it produces iatty degeneration of the 
heart, liver and kidneys.”

The Excise Commissioners have sent to 
lager-beer bottlers an Recount of the trial of 
z\ugust Hasten in tlie Court of General Ses­ 
sions before Judge Giltlersleeve. The case 
was a test one to determine whether bottlers 
who sold In quantities less than five gallons 
required a license. Hasten, a foreman for a 
bottler, sold the Excise Inspector two boxes 
of pint bottles, containing in all about three 
gallons.

A Naval Board, composed of Commodore 
Brown, Commodore Ramsay, Captain Meade 
and Paymaster Kenny, assembled at the Navy 
Department yesterday. They are under or 
ders to examine into and report to tlie Secre­ 
tary upon the business methods of tlie Gen­ 
eral Storekeepers’ system, and recommend 
such changes as may have suggested them 
selves to the members of the Board, who are 
commandauts of navy-yards, with the excep­ 
tion of Paymaster Kenny, who is attached to 
the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing. Be­ 
fore organizing the members of the Board 
had a talk with Secretary Tracy about the 
work before them, and were made acquainted 
with his views.

Fifth 
Artillery,now on duty at the Artillery School, 
Fortress Monroe, Va., has been detached as 
instructor of steam and mechanical engineer 
ing at the school. He has been ordered to 
Boston for the purpore of pursuing a special 
course of study in that City preparatory to 
entering upon his duties as instructor. 


SuggeHtions for D airynino. 
It is claimed by J. Rayrnour, of Lake Mills, 
Wis., that a 80 pound ration of silage can be 
fed to a cow at a cost of only one cent, and 
that it will increase the flow of milk. He al­ 
so says: “ It looks as if a carbo-hydrate ration, 
if in a succulent condition, goes as far as a 
dry proteine supply, and the ratio of cost íd 
favor of the succulent food is as one to four." 
The silo should be made strong, so as to re­ 
sist pressure. Also air-tight, or as nearly so 
as possible. The ensilage should be put in 
dry rather than moist condition, and the 
pressure on the ensilage should be sufficient 
to closely pack the material in a manner to 
exclude the air. Many cases of fermenta­ 
tion are due to insufficient pressure. 
The proper management of the cream has 
more influence on the quality of butter than 
has the pasture. 
The vices of cows arc often the result of 
bad management.

The right to earn a living by 
honest labor la as fundamental as any right 
can be. 
But when trades are hedged about 
with rules which limit the number of appren­ 
tices when the lists are complete, and when 
the ranks of unskilled laborers are full, then 
the surplus boys are ordered off the earth. 
There is no place for them and their only 
possible chance for existence is in begging 
or crime. 
When the trade unions set up 
their rules limiting the number of apprentices 
to be taught their trades in any shop, they 
did it for the purpose of preventing the mar­ 
ket being overstocked with skilled labor, and 
the consequent reduction of wages from an 
over .supply. 
But the rule has had no such 
effect. 
It has not lessened a whit the number 
of 
skilled 
workingmen. 
What it 
has 
done 
and all it 
has 
done has been 
to prevent the sons of Americans, both 
native 
and 
adopted, 
from 
learning 
their fathers’ trades. 
“ It has had the ídcvíi 
able result of forcing men, Wild might be 
earning from $15 to $80 per week as skilled 
artisans, to accept salaries of from $5 to $10 
as cleiks or salesmen or bookkeepers, or, 
worse than that, to compel them to live a 
hand to mouth sort of a life, doing anything 
or nothing, as their lack of training to any 
sort of 
work rendered imperative. 
Our 
work shops have not fewer mechanics in 
them than if there had never been a rule 
against apprentices. There was the de­ 
mand for skilled workmen, and there being 
not a sufficient supply here, our employers 
readily got it from abroad. 
They are con 
stantly getting skilled workmen from over 
the sea. who come here and take the places 
which the sons of our workmen should be 
permitted to take, should indeed, be wel­ 
comed to. That our streets arc so full of 
idle, viciors young middle-aged men is chief­ 
ly due to the extinction of the apprentices in 
our workshops.” 
A philosopher has said: 
The number of people who have not at some tim e 
in their lives enjoyed an income in excess of their 
im mediate wants is so inconsiderable that it is not 
w orth while to make a com putation. The m istake 
w ith many Is that they will not look out for the 
future. One of the most difficult of undertakings is

S how s in O ran g e a n d D u tc h e ss C o u n ties.
